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Sir : 
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On October 21, 1998, applicants filed an 
Information Disclosure Statement in this application. 

The intent of this Information Disclosure Statement 
was to make the references cited in the parent application, 
08/863,717 of record in the parent case. Accordingly, no 
copies of the references were included. 

Subsequently, the Applicants received a Notice 
dated January 7, 1999 in the parent application, stating that 
the references submitted in the October 20, 1998 Information 
Disclosure Statement would not be considered because they 
were filed after allowance and payment of the Issue Fee. 

Upon receipt of this Notice, Applicants'
